The cause of the explosion is un- 


known. 


The bodies of Edgris and Felix are 


believed to 
have been 
blown 
into 


atoms. 


Not a trace of them can be found, 


and all the building in which 
they 


worked has been totally destroyed. 


Edgris was foreman of the mixing 


works in the nitre-glycerine house. 


He is a married man. 
Felix is one of the washers. 
He is a single man. 
Both have been • employed 
at

works for many yeanw- 


Olson, who is missing, was one of 


the mixers. 


It is said that he was not in the 


building at the time of the explosion, 
and his fate remains to be determined. 


THE INJURED. 


The Chinese who were Injured were 


employed in the packing and mixing 
house, about 400 feet from the nitro 
glycerine house. 


Myriad splinters of glass were blown 


into the building In which they worked. 


The men were pierced in hundreds of 


places by the flying particles of glass, 
and bled as though they had been in 
11 slaughter house. 


WILL LOSE SIGHT. 


Three of them will lose their eye- 


sight. 


They screamed and yelled with pain 


-as they were taken 
to an outhouse 


which was hastily Improvised as a 
hospital. 


PHYSICIANS CALLED. 


Physicians wore summoned and 'all 


the wounded were given medical at- 
tention at once.

THE EXPLOSION. 


The nitro-glycerine house in which 


the explosion occurred is one o£ the 
largest of the Judson Dynamite 
and 


Powder Company Works. 


Because of the extremely dangerous 


character of the work in this house it 
is secluded from 
the 
rest 
of 
the 


buildings, being surrounded, however, 
with two or three packing and mix- 
ing houses, where the Chinese worked 
in cormecton with the nitro-glycerine 
apparatus. 


Tile entire nitro-glycerine plant was 


destroyed as the result of the explo- 
sion. 


THE LOSS.

Machinery valued at about $20,000 


have been rendered worthless. 


This -is the first time that an exj 


plosion has occurred in this part of 
the company's works. 


THE WOUNDED. 


Superintendent Frank Hayman was 


not on the ground when the explosion 
occurred, but* was summoned at once 
and directed the work o£ caring for 
the wounded, and searching for those 
who are missing, but who are' almost 
certainly known to have been' destroy- 
ed

irregularities in the matter of station- 
ery supplies furnished Alarneda county.

The 


county was represented by Assistant 
District Attorney Hynes. Attorney J. 
J. Burke represented O. L. Hasse, the 
ex-clerk' of the Central News Store, 


who, 
it Is alleged, furnished the goods. 


MAKE DENIAL. 


Mr. Prather denied having received 


a large number of items which were 
charged against the county, ' among 
them in the October bill being six 
gross of blotters, six quarts of Staf- 
ford's fluid, 6 gross of rubber -bands, 
and 144 cork penholders. Inxthe Janu- 
ary bill there were charged the follow- 
ing articles which the witness had not 
received: 12 gross of rubber bands, one 
quarter gross of cork, penholders, 1000 
envelopes, one ream of linen 
paper, 


four half-pound boxes of bank pins, 
two dozen erasures and two reams of 
ruled paper. 


On the February bill the following 


items were charged which the witness 
had not received: 
Half a dozen era- 


sers, one gross. of rubber bands, one 
ream of legal cap, two gross of thumb 
tacks, half a gross of Eagle drafting 
pencils, 
one-quarter 
gross 
of blue

six dozen large blotters, one-quarter

Mr. Burke pointed out to Mr. Clark 


that he had receipted for goods which 
he testified he had not received and 
witness said that was dus to the fact 
that sometimes the bill would be sent 
with an order which was not all filled 
out, and later several trips would be 
made to fill it. But he was.satisfied 
that the goods which he had checked 
off were the only. goods he had re- 
ceived. 


MISS RICHARDSON. 


Miss Alice Richardson, stenographer 


in the District Attorney's office, testi- 
fied that there were. three 
or four 


articles on the bills which she could 
not find in her record of the stationery 
delivered 
to the District 
Attorney's 


office. 
All the other articles she had 


checked oft when the items were re- 
ceived by her. One of the items which 
it was alleged had been delivered were 
five, dozen pads, but of these Miss 
Richardson 
said she could find no 


trace. They were not in the pffice nor 
were they in her record, and when it 
was asserted that the pads had been 
delivered, witness assumed .that their 
alleged disappearance was due to some 
engrossment on her part, and she ac- 
cordingly went to the Central News 
Store and paid for the pads with her 
own money. This - was done despite 
the fact that she made it a point to 
keep an accurate account of everything 
in the way'of supplies received for'the 
District "Attorney from'any and all 
sources. 


THE TREASURER. 


Charles Husband,

There is going to be a legal test of 
the validity of the recession of the 
Yosemite Valley to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 
This has been, 
definitely 


decided upon by State Senator J. B. 
Curtin of Sonora, who is the leader 
of the opposition to' this move. 
There 


have been threats to this effect, but 
they have always been regarded as a 
litle misty and uncertain. It can now 
be asserted positively that there will 
be a legal contest over this act, that 
-this contest will be carried to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States and 
that Senator Curtin has a definite plan 
already mapped out. 
Senator Curtins is going to let the 


Federal Government take the 
first 


steps toward taking possession of the 
valley, and he will then fight to re- 
gain 
possession 
through 
injunction 


proceeding's. It is fully expected that 
Congress will pass a bill accepting the 
valley from the State of California, in 
accordance with the act of the last 
Legislature, which was given the sanc- 
tion of Governor Pardec. The Interior 
Department, which has charge of the 
national parks, will then take posses- 
sion. Senator Curtin will file injunc- 
tion, proceedings against the Interior 
Department, Congress and all Federal 
officials who are interested 
in 
the 


move to prevent them taking control 
of the valley. The ground of his pro- 
ceeding will be that the State Legis- 
lature had no right to turn over to 
the Federal Government buildings and 
land that the State .had 
paid for. 


When the Tosemite Valley was given 
to the'State of California there were 
several preemption titles in the val- 
ley. Enterprising pioneers had locat- 
>ed as Government land some of the 
wonders of that section. The late J. 
M Hutehings had the Tosemite Falls 
in his back yard and his title to that 
had to be bought by the State, while 
another pioneer by the name of Lem- 
on owned the Half Dome, and his 
title to that had to be 
purchased. 
Senator Curtin now holds that this 
property belongs to the State by pur- 
charie from the owners and that these 
portions, at least, of the valley can- 
not be turned bac kto the 
national 


Government without some return being 
made to the State.

The State authorities are still 
_ in 


control and possession of the valiey. 
At the last session of Congress Sena- 
tor Perkins introduced a bill accepting 
the' recession of the valley and approp- 
riating $25,000 "for its support for the 
year 
This passed the Senate, but the 


House struck out the clause accepting 
the recession, leaving the appropria-. 
tion. This the State authorities have 
construed'to mean that they are still 
in possession.

to see the tickets. I took the ticket No. 
71,910 from the bunch and handed it to 
Bibbero. 
Quick as a flash he tore th« 


number from the ticket. 
'My God, what _ 


have you done?' I asked.. He replied, 
'I have canceled the ticket.' I then took I 
the ticket and wrote the words 'Canceled 
by Bibbero,' and made him sign it." 
.Prosecuting Attorney Leach then ask- 
ed, "Did you have any subsequent con- 
versation with Bibbero?" 


Chief of Police Hodgkins answered, 
"Yes." He said, "I sent for Bibbero and 
wanted to know if there was anything 
cro'oked in his action in tearing the tick- 
et, and if so I wanted to know it." 
He replied that the ticket was the 


property of the company and that it could 
not be collected, and that he tore the 
number merely to cancel it, as that was 
the way he canceled tickets.

Prof. Bailey of Cornell Gives Some 


Goo<i Advice to the Agricultural 


Department. 


BERKELEY, .August 16—The fol- 


lowing circular has been sent out by 
the State University: . 


("What a University Farm is For." 


Introductory note—Liberty Hyde Bail- 
ey," professor of agriculture in Cor- 
neE University, delivered a lecture for 
the University of California 
Summer 


Session on Friday evening, August 4, 
1905. on "Present Problems in Agri- 
culture." That portion of the lecture 
which dealt with the question of the 
purposes of a University Farm is here 
printed as a contribution to a question 
of pressing public Interest) 


The agricultural college idea is by no 


means new; It is at least two hundred 
years old. In this country the agricul- 
tural college, as an established- fact, 
originated about fifty years-ago.. Tear 
after nest will be celebrated the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the Agricultural 
College, near Lansing, Michigan. 
The 
first agricultural colleges were estab- 
lished as a protest against the older 
land of education that did not put men 
into- touch with real affairs. The Land 
Grant Act of 1862 marks one of the 
greatest epochs in the .history .of .edu- 
cation. Its purpose was to, give in- 
struction in those subjects and affairs 
which^have to do with real life. And, 
what 'are they? They are largely ag- 
riculture and the mechanical arts. As 
these agricultural colleges were large- 
iy;a protest against the older educa- 
tion it was perfectly natural that at 
first they should be separate institu- 
tions; 


SEPARATE COLLEGES. 


About one-half of the agricultural 
colleges of the Union are separate from 
the universities proper- They are do- 
ing good work, and I am flaying noth- 
ing 
whatever derogatory to them. 
There are some reasons still given for 
having separate agricultural colleges. 
It .Is said that other courses will at- 
tract the young men from the farm- 
Xow, if the agricultural .college can't 
hold the young men it ought to lose 
them; the- time is past when we shall 
put blinders on the young men- Again, 
It is. said "that the farm boy will be 
looked down on, but students will not 
look down upon him if his work is of 
equally high grade as that pursued in 
other courses- Sometimes the agricul- 
tural college-is wanted in a separate 
locality to. satisfy local pride;j. A lo- 
cality wants to have an agricultural 
coiiege and offers inducements to get 
It; This does not consider the merits 
of. the case- In some cases, a broom 
factory, mrght be just as satisfying to 
the community- ' The University idea 
is coming to be a unifying idea in the 
community, and " all university ' work 
should be kept together- The time is 
past when the agricultural 
college 
should be torn out of the university 
and be set off by itself- 


The agricultural college Is founded 


on.the conception that education must 
relate 'itself .to life- Important carol- 
laries follow- In the first place, agri- 
cultural education should not neces- 
sarily be bound by academic methods. 
The teaching work in a college really 
divides itself into two parts, (a) the 
true college work,, leading to a Bach- 
elor's degree; (b) postgraduate work, 
leading to two degrees, the first of 
these being the Master's degree, which 
should be given for experimental and 
Investigational work, the work involv- 
ed in the collection and accumulation 
of facts, etc., and the Doctor's degree, 
which should be given for a. philosoph- 
ical consideration of the facts and the 
collection of data. 


TWO GREAT ENTERPRISES. 


Two 
great enterprises have now 


come Into the college—the experiment 
station and university extension. They 
are not university work in the old aca- 
demic sense- The extension enterpris- 
es-form the best illustrations of the 
leadership the university has now ac- 
quired in public affairs. The university 
is required to do university extension 
work and it goes beyond the old aca- 
demic ideals- 
Agricultural education also rests up- 


on, a large and quickened idea of the 
laboratory method- We are introduc- 
ing laboratory methods 
into 
every 
school in the country; the kindergar- 
ten, 
manual training, the school gar- 
den, and science work—all mean the 
laboratory method- And now we also 
Introduce the affairs of every-day life 
into the schools. All laboratories are 


pedagogically valuable In proportion as 
they are in vital connection with theo- 
retical instruction- No school, wheth- 
er'in California ,or; elsewhere, from the 
primary school to the university is a 
good school unless it has laboratory 
work. The effort is now being made 
to introduce into every high school in 
New Tork a year's work in biology for 
the first year. 


All this brings up the whole ques- 


tion of the university farm- 
The col- 
lege or university farm developed with 
the Land Grant Act- In its history it 
has gone through several phases. It 
was first conceived of largely as a 
model farm, and of course the model 
farms became the laughing stock of 
the farmers of the State; and they will 
always be. If they are model farms 
they have little pedagogical use. One 
farm cannot be a pattern fa>rm for all 
conditions^ 
There are thousands of 


model farms. Model farms are good 
farmers' farms. The State cannot af- 
ford to go into the model farm busi- 
ness 
in connection with university 


work. 
In the second place, the farms came 


to be used merely to illustrate farm 
practices. In 
the old days we had 


museums in our colleges, and persons 
cpu.ld so and exclaim as they saw the 
wonders. We still need museums, but 
we also have collections with which 
to work. It is not enough that stu- 
dents merely see' things growing or 
see different breeds 'of animals- They 
must come nearer than merely to look: 
they must :use :and handle.' 


COLLEGE . FARMS- 


•Again, 
college farms .were some- 
times run with, the idea of making a 
profit 
with' student labor- 
If the 


State is to make money out of a farm, 
then it .must'not be used for teaching 
purposes, but -must be conceived of as 
an out-and-out, business enterprise. 
In the next place, there was an,idea 
that ' these, farms ought to represent 
the. 
...commonwealth—that 
a- 
farm 


should Ibe ;."typical" of the ..State. It is 
a. mighty.poor. State that can be typi- 
fied in one'farm- -If the Sttate wants 
a typical farm let it have.it, but do 
not purden .the. tfrriversity with it Put 
it in-•charge of a Chamber of'Com- 
merce, -or.other advertising, organiza- 
tion- 'Anybody can farm typical land- 
ATETAIWNTCTIA oTaof orao mofaoiff 
Then there was a long period of 


years when the college farm was used 
very little • or even not at all. Not 
knowing'just what.to do with them, 
many of them have been allowed to 
drift. 


Then there came the passage of the 
Hatch Act inilSST, which established 
the experiment stations; and this af- 
fcrded a means of utilizing the college 
farm. There are a .good many of our 
institutions which are now carrying 
farm lands as experiment stations. Or" 
•course we should have farms for re- 
search. 
There are two kinds of re- 


search work on farms- 
One kind of 
research is In farm practice: the other 
is research'.In; the fundamental 'physi- 
cal, chemical, and'physiological prob- 
lems, which must be done on some 
farm directly under control- 


FINAL STAGE. 


Now we have come to the final and 


proper stage,-—the farm must then be 
a labotVnry. Thus '• primarily it must 
be a laboratory enterprise, 
and the 
pattern and model idea are only inci- 
dental and secondary. If your people 
do not believe in this idea, then you 
muts educate your people. A college 
farm is not primarily for the purpose 
of growing model or perfect crops. I 
should rather have the opportunity to 
teach one student by means of a farm 
than to show one hundred persons a 
field of perfect pumpkins. 


If we study plowing in the 
class 


room, we must also study it in the 
field, even if we destroy' a crop. 
We 
must determine and test the relation 
of plowing to misture, aeration, mi- 
crobio life, and many'Other questions. 
It is more important that a man learn 
how and why to plow than it is for 
the college farm to grow a crop of 
wheat. Even if I tore up the drain- 
age on a farm in order to teach it, I 
want to be able to do it 
The botan-

TALBOT DECLARES HIS WIFE 


THREATENED MURDER 


Capitalist Finally Answers the Suit 


for Divorce and flakes 


Startling Charges. 


SAN FRANCISCO, August 16.^ 


H. Talbot has 
made 
answer to 
the 


charges brought against him by his wife. 
Annie B. Talbot, in her suit for sepa- 
rate maintenance and custody of their 
three children. After nearly seven weeks 
of silence, with the weight Of damaging 
accusation full upon him during that 
entire period, the millionaire lumberman 
sets forth his version of the differences 
existing between himself and his wife, 
and asks the court to believe him guilt- 
less of the cruelty and neglect with yh'fch 
he stands charged. 


'On June 30 Mrs. Talbot filed her suit. 


Her complaint, occupying afty typewrit- 
ten pages, instanced various alleged acts 
of cruelty and 
inconsiderate behavior 


spreading over a period of five years. 
From that day until the present Talbot 
has ottered no reply to his wife's alle- 
gations. 
He has not been interviewed, 


has had nothing to say in his own be- 


( half. 
Once only did he give any sign 


of his Intention not to stand idly by to 
be pointed at in after life as the man 
who had driven, his -wife to desperation 
by. his cruelty and who was unfit to have 
the care of 
his 
children. 
That was 


when, desiring to take 
his 
children 


a^raV for a summer vacation, he moved 
the court to modify its restraining order 
preventing -him from dealing with his 
property or removing his children from 
the parental roof. Talbot's motion con- 
tained this clause: 
\ 
WIFE UNFIT. 


"Said motion will also be made upon 


the further ground that/ plaintiff is not a 
fit and proper person to have the ex- 
clusive care or custody of said children 
or, either of them." 


.In that paragraph Talbot showed that 


he meant .to resist his wife's suit. But 
when he had secured the court's permis- 
sion to take his children to the country, 
on the express understanding that they 
should be returned afterward within the 
jurisdiction of the court, he preserved 
his former silence. 
And now, for the 


first time, Talbot gives forth his full re- 
ply to his wife's charges. 
Through his 


attorneys. Jordan & Brann, he files an- 
swer to the suit and asks that it be de- 
nied. 


It is a sad story the millionaire- lum- 


berman has to tellt if all he alleges in 
his answer be true. It tells of a life of 
.misery, of helpless effort fo retain the 
affection of the woman who 'has borne 
him children and upon whom, as he says, 
he has lavished all the love of an af- 
fectionate heart, all the luxury and com- 
fort that money could bestow. Insanely 
jealous disposition on the part of his 
wife, irregular habits, violent temper, at 
times reaching to attempts at suicide and 
threats to kill, are among the causes he 
gives for the estrangement between the 
mother of his children and himself. And 
one instance, in particular, he relates, 
•when .his wife's insane'rage so far mas- 
tered her that she discharged a pistol at 
him and was only- by -force restrained 
from committing murder. 


.AN UNBALANCED MIND.. 


In all his story Talbot says no word 


against his wife's fidelity. The charge 
of opium-eating, hinted at more than 
once since the tiling of the suit, finds no 
place among the allegations of the an- 
swer. 
Even drink is not mentioned by 


name, although it is said that evidence 
of Mrs. Talbot's addiction to stimulants 
will be offered when the case comes to 
trial. 
Talbot contents himself with at- 


tributing all his wife's unhappiness to 
the workings of a disordered mind, and 
although he 
makes 
some affirmative 


statements in conclusion he does not ask 
that any decree of divorce' or of separa- 
tion be accorded him. He asks merely 
tliat Mrs. Talbot take nothing by her 
suit, that their conjugal and domestic 
relations be ordered to remain in statu 
quo. 


Talbot's answer is of necessity lengthy, 


for in it he takes up the allegations of 
1 


l-.is wife's complaitit and deals with them 
seriatim. 
He opens by admitting that 


he married his wife on June 5, 18SS, and 
by her has three children. Vera, aged 
3-1. William C.. 1-. and Eric, 10 years. 
He admits that 
these 
children have 


^needed the constant care and attention 
of their mother, but denies that they 
have received such care and attention. 


He denies that it is for their best in- 


terests that 
their 
custody should be 


awarded to their mother. He denies that 
they hold their mother's undivided af- 
fection or are greatly attached to her. 
On the contrary, according to his aver- 
ment, "they earnestly desire that this 
court should award the custody of them 


to this defendant In preference to their 
mother." 


Talbot denies that he has ever treated 


his wife cruelly, let alone having offered 
to do her bodily injury. 
He has nevei 


accused her of undutiful conduct toward 
her children, though he admits having 
frequently. reminded her that her treat- 
ment of them was improper. 
Then he 


charges that "upon numerous and sun- 
dry occasions when said children , have 
needed nursing and -tender attention in 
times of illness, said plaintiff (Mrs. Tal- 
bot), 
not being herself in physical or 


mental condition to properly nurse ant: 
care for said children, has refused t 
permit defendant to supply said children 
with a proper rrarse." 


Talbot avers, in so many -words, thai 


his wife has never been dutiful or true 
save when a kindly spirit would take pos 
session of her and she would thereby be 
induced to remember her obligations am 
duties to himself. On his part he treatec 
her with no studied indifference, he says 
but was always kind, tender and respect 


j ful, observing always due deference 
ti 


! her position as his wife. But, as he says 


"when suffering from indignities, threats 


! abuse and cruelty heaped upon him by 
| her he has been compelled to disregard 


her and to confine his own conduct to 
the discharge of his duties as husband 
and father." 


SAYS HE WAS KIND. 


He has endeavored to gratify he 


every wish, he says, and has never re- 
fused to talk affably with her when 
she was in a propsr frame 
of mind 


And, 
from time to time, he has pointec 


out to her the error of her ways and 
has begged her to. treat him and he 
children with more consideration. H 
denies having ever treated her as an 
inferior or a servant, or having unjust- 
ly criticised her, or having acted to- 
ward her as if she had no right as a 
wife or a mother. 


Talbot denies that in April, 1900, his 


wife told him she coulci endure hib 
cruel treatment no 
longer. 
He ad- 


mits having confessed to unkind treat- 
ment on his part, and to having writ- 
ten to his wife asking her to forgive 
him; 
but. he offers as explanation-tha 


"such confessions were made by flus 
defendant un'der threats made 3by plain- 
tiff that she would do great bodils 
harm to this defendant, and to her- 
self and to her children." . So, for the 
sake b£ peace, as he says" he abased 
himself, and 
asked 
forgiveness for 
something he had not done. He ad- 
mits having made similar confessions 
in May 1901, for similar .reasons. As he 
! says, "he never acted urgently nor un- 
I lovingly toward her nor selfishly, noi 
| did anything to make her life unhappy 
He treated plaintiff always with the 
utmost patience and affection and sur- 
rounded her with every comtort and 
luxury." 


Talbot next discusses 
the 
charge 


made by his wife that he ill-treated her 
at the Manhattan Hotel, in New York 
in 1903. 
He states that in February 


of that year his wife was in poor health 
and said she would like to go to New 
York. 


He did not think she was fit to go. bu 


consented, and Mrs. Talbot went East 
accompanied by her 
daughter Vera 


Then, one day, he himself was sum- 
moned to New York on receipt of an ur- 
gent request from his daughter. On his 
arrival he was met'by his wife anc 
their meeting, he says was a mos 
cordial one. 
Then .Talbot gives • the 


following: version of what 
occurrec 


there. 


THREATENED MURDER. 


"That after arriving at the Manhat- 


tan Hotel plaintiff began to revile anc 
upbraid this defendant and 
without 
auy cause whatever to abuse him, and 
in that connection this defendant de- 
nies that upon said occasion he acted 
toward plaintiff in a cold, distant or in- 
different manner so as to cause her to 
suffer greatly or at ait, or so as to 
cause her to weep; and he-also denies 
that he. thereupon or at all assault- 
ed her or by force or otherwise bruis- 


, ed or hurt her in the arms or else- 
i where, or that he sprained her wrist 
or otherwise maltreated or injured her. 
or that the plaintiff was physically hurt 
or hurt at all. or shocked or remained 
up crying; though this defendant ad- 
mits that plaintiff shortly after arriv- 
ing at said hotel worked' herself into 
a paroxysm of anger without any cause 
whatever upon the part of this defend- 
ant and that she used toward this de- 
fendant violent, 
abusive, harsh and 


threatening language and that she drew 
a pistol and threatened to shoot de- 
fendant, and that to prevent her from' 
so doing this 
defendant 
sel>.ed__her

made, a loud noise, attracting the at- 
tention of the servants and"""patrons .of 
said hostel, and threatened to obtain an- 
other pistol and carry out.her murder- 
ous and wicked designs upon this de- 
fendant; and subsequently she actual- 
ly sent word to the hotel'proprietors 
stating thai: this defendant had taken 
away her pistol, and requested said 
proprietors to send to her another pis- 
tol in its stead; that upon said occa- 
sion this ' defendant remained up all 
night, endeavoring to quiet plaintiff, 
and pleading with her .to refrain from 
such conduct and to return with -him 
peacefully to her home in San Fran- 
cisco. This defendant furthermore al- 
leges that he 'remained in said hotel 
with plaintiff for several 
days 
and 
nights, diligently and patiently endeav- 
oring to quiet her, and, thinking that 
she was ill and not responsible for her 
conduct, he called to his assistance 
two eminent -New-York physicians .and 
requested them to attend plaintiff .arid 
'prescribe for her, to the end that she 
might become quieted and refrain from 
her boisterous, threatening and abu- 
sive demeanor toward this defendant.'-' 


VIOLENT LANGUAGE,.- 


Even after this, avers Talbot, he was 


as loving and atfentive to his wife as 
ever. But harmony between them did 
not last long. As he states:- 


"Upon the return of plaintiff and de- 


fendant to .Ban Francisco, and shortly 
after their arrival at their home on 
Jackson street, plaintiff again began to 
create a great scene, using violent and 
abusive language toward-this ;flefend- 
ant and falsely accusing him of many 
things, all without any cause or offense 
upon his part. . That 
thereupon 
she 


made threats to flo bodily harm to this 
defendant and generally to. make life 
unpleasant and miserable for Mm, all 
to his great grief and sorrow." 


Talbot's answer runs along in. spe- 


cific denial of his wife's various charg- 
es. He admits he may have told her 
shevWas not a 
good mother 
to .her 


children, but he denies that he ever 
"shook his fist in her face or used -an- 
gry or sneering words to her." He ad-' 
mits that once, when she threatened to 
commit suicide, he replied that if she 
desired to do so he could not hinder 
her, but he denies having- ' told her, 
"You can .do so if you wish, for all. I 
care."

With regard to Mrs. Talbot's charge 


that he ordered her to Redwood City 
for an indefinite period, Tal'bot says 
that she went there at her own sug- 
gestion. 
He had purchased the place

He lived there with her and the cMJ-' 
dren and went to town and back eact. 
day.

Taibot denies that he sent his chil- 


dren away^from Redwood City to San- 
ta Cruz and other places so as to sepa- 
rate them from their mother. By Mrs, 
Talbot's own arrangement, 
he says. 


Vera was sent- to stay with friends at 
Ben-Lomond. Then, when Mrs. Talbot 
became very ill, upon her physician's 
advice, the boys were sent to join -their 
sister. 
William next became ill. and 
his father was telegraphed for. On his 
return he removed the children to the. 
Palace Hotel and kept them there.un- 
til all was well. 


In the meantime, says Talbot. iis 


wife returned to the city against; his 
wish and without announcement. Find- 
ing the house on Jackson street closed 
up. she forced an entrance by breaking 
a glass panel in a side door. She was 
not in a proper condition of health at 
the time, he says

Talbot denies having remarked care- 


lessly, when his wife 
was 
ill, "'"Oh, 


she'll, get over it." or.having refused to 
send for a nurse and physician. He, 
says he never accused her of being an 
opium fiend, never compelled her ' to 
visit or associate with persons hostile 
and offensive to .her and with .whom 
it was improper for her to associate, 
nor abused her when she declined to 
meet them. : He denies having .jeered 
at her, having deseited her

It assumes that the President has 


usurped the functions and the prerogatives of the clergy by preach- 
ing from a text on the occasion stated 
It also assumes that som<' 


political significance is attached to the occurrence 
There was noth- 


ing in the President's remarks* that even remotely squinted at poli- 
tics 


But let us reason together sensibly about this matter 
If the 


sermon was a good one why was it wrong for the President to deliver 
it' If the preaching was worthy of the Lord's Dav and the Lords 
house in what respect did the preacher Violate the sanctities of the 
place or the office of teaching the Word' If the Prsident adjured 
obedience to the commandments of God and the prei epts of Chris- 
tian civilization wherein did he invade the proprieties of the occa 
sion or disturb the atmosphere of the sanctuary' 


If a man has something that is good for his fellow men to hear— 


something which tends to promote purer living, higher Christian as- 
piration and a nobler conception of duty—\ve know of no better place 
foi him to utter it than a church 
If he have something to say which 


tends to inspire men with a graver sense of their duty to God, to their 
fellowmen and to their country there is no more appropriate place to 
speak from than a pulpit 
If his words teach a more reverent faith, 


a tenderer chanty and a more righteous judgment of others, we know 
of no occasion so propitious as the Sabbath for him to utter them 


If the sermon was worthy of the place, the occasion, the day and 


the pulpit from which it was delivered, in what constituted the un 
worthiness of the deliverance' 


"Judge not lest ye be judged," was the President's text 
It is 


alleged that he has not always judged correctly the acts and motives 
of men on whom it became his official duty to pass judgment Doubt- 
less the President has made mistakes—it is human to err—but it hi* 
mistakes were made in honesty of heart and integrity of intention who 
can blame him' Infallibility is not the heintage of man, and Theodore 
Roosevelt is essentially human 


One of the great lessons of the Supreme Sacrifice is that the best 


beloved of-the disciples denied his Lord thrice after being warned that 
he would do so 
But was Peter accounted unworthy to preach be 


cause of that' Did he not continue to preach, despite his human 
infirmu-es, and did he not found a church whose chimes call worship- 
pers to their devotions in every land under the sun'

770 acres of the 938 lots in the burnt district, and completed structures 
stand on nearly two-thirds of the lots 
The declared cost of the im-1 


provements is $4,003,145 greater than the assessed value of the burned 
buildings, and actually about $9,000,000 more 
The property in the 


burnt district is today assessed for $18,000,000 more than it 
was 


assessed for anterior to the fire The new buildings are infinitely 
superior to the old ones in architectural design, finish and adaption 
to their uses 
Streets have been widened and straightened, and the 


citj has bought under condemnation pioceedmgs a large amount of 
water front propeity on which it is making extensive wharf, dock 
and other improvements 
In addition to the new dock svsteni, the 


city has decided on constructing a system of sewers and parks—to 
cost together with other improvements, so the Sun sa>s, $100,000,-

ber—more than three months hence 
Cut if the disease docs nof 


spread much more rapidh than heretofore or become more iirulcnt in 
form the deaths will not exceed a few hundreds in the aggregate 
Up to Monday night—precise!} one month after the prevalence of 
yellow fe\er was officially promulgated—the total deaths numbered 
only 156 while the number of cases was 1018 1o date the fever is 
largely confined to the section of New Orleans King below Cana' 
street— the old French quarter, which is /er\ chrt\ and contains a 
large population of Italians Greeks Cubans Creoles etc, who live 
in utter disregard of sanitarv principles 
The chief difficulty of coping 


with the situation is inability to make these people mo=th poor and 
ignorant, obey health ordinances and quarantine regulations 
They 


have carried the fever to a number of interior districts bv fleeing fron 
the city surreptitiously at night 
It is to turn back these refugees, 


mam of whom have been exposed to infection, that the rigid shotgun 
quarantine is maintained on the Mississippi border 
It is a cheering 


sign however, that the inhabitants of New Orleans are not showing 
the unreasoning terror of yellow fever that the disease was wont to 
lormerly inspire They are meeting the situation with a rational coor- 
age that encourages the hope that the citv will nexer again witness a 
\eHo\v lever panic of the kind that has repeatedly paralyzed the com- 
merce and mdustrv of the metropolis of the lower Mississippi vallev 
The fever now infests a district containing half a million inhabitants 
Ten or a dozen deaths a dav is not an alarming mortality in such a 
large population 
Tvphoid fever in Washington is nearh as fatal

HERE ARE SOME GOOD SUGGESTIONS FOR HOUSEWIVES 


Table linen is best mended with embroidery cotton of a. number to correspond with the quality of the cloth. Under the ragged edges of the tear 


baste a piece of stiff paper and make a network of fine stitches back and forth over its edges, carrying the stitches about an inch beyond the tear. 
Thin places and breaks in linen may be run with flax or embroidery floss ana the towels should be mended in the same way.

Any left-over of vegetables too small to be of service as a sarntsh' will always help to thicken soup. For this purpose a wire sieve with a fairly 


small mesh will be found to repay Its cost many'times over each year. Peashells can be boiled and rubbed through this to make, a pea puree'.

table stalks may be boiled up and all fibers left behind in the sieve while the soft*vegetable substance passes through to make stew or soup thicken- 
ings.

They 


must be patted, not rubbed dry with soft-towels.

Use a rich biscuit crust for your apple turnovers; the fillings should be cooked down until very thick. Roll out the dough, cut in circles about the 


size of a coffee saucer, put on each a large spoonful of. the sauce, wet the edges of the crust, fold over and pinch well together, that none of the sauce 
may ooze out. These may be either fried in deep fat, or baked in a quick oven; if the latter method Is chosen, try sprinkling them thickly with a mix- 
ture of cinnamon and granulated sugar.

speaker said, in part: 


"Of the various problems now con- 


fronting the American people, the im- 
migration question is one of the most 
serious. While I do not underestimate 
the importance of railway-rate legis- 
lation, tariff-revision, the ratification 
of impending treaties, and other issues 
now being generally discussed by indi- 
viduals and the press, the immigration 
guestion is certainly deserving of ser- 
ious consideration. 


"I wish every merchant, every me- 


chanic 
and 
every 
laboring- 
man 


throughout the 
United States 
could 


find the time to study the startling 
figures issued by 
the Commissioner 


General o£ Imjnigration, for they would 
furnish food for serious thought. Dur- 
ing the month of April of this year 
137,094 immigrants entered the United 
States, a daily average of over 4,569, 


all governments, or ot ail forms of 
government, or the assassination of 
public officials;. prostitutes and con- 
tract laborers. From every immigrant 
arriving a head.tax of $2 is collected. 
This was originally. 50 cents, - later"-in- 
creased to §1, and again increased to 
the present figure.- It has been sug-^ 
gested that this tax be increased to 
$25. 


THE REMEDIES. 


"Among the numerous remedies pro- 


posed, the educational test is the most 
popular. By such a test those ignor- 
ant of their own language, and conse- 
quently incapable of appreciating our 
institutions and standards of 
living, 


would he excluded. 
Since 1S96 bills 


embodying the educational test have 
passed the House of Kepresentatives 
four times and the Senate three times, 
but have, through opposition, 
never 


finally become laws. The educational, 
test as proposed provided that all per- 
sons over 50 years of age and phys- 
ically capable of reading, who could 
not read the English language or-some 
other language, should be refused ad- 
mission. As a test it was proposed 
that the slips be printed in various 
languages, containing 20 or 25 words 
of the 
Constitution 
of the 
United 


States, each immigrant to designate 
the language 
in which 
the test is 


made. 


"Of the 812,870 immigrants arriving 


in 1904, over 600,000 entered at the port 
oE New York, and less than 10,000 at 
the California ports. Residing in this 
State, it is difficult for us to fully ap- 
preciate the menace of European im- 
migration which is brought so strik- 
ingly home to the residents of the At- 
lantic seaboard. Neither can many of 
our Eastern friends understand or ap- 
preciate 
our attitude 
in regard 
to 


Asiatic immigration. 
California 
has 


but nine Congressmen. 
Pennsylvania 


has thirty-two members of the House 
ot" Representatives, and in that entire 
State, according' to the Federal census 
of 1900, there are hut forty Japanese. 
Illinois has thirty-five members of the 
lower house of Congress, and in that 
State the Japanese population is but 
SO. Ohio contains but 27 Japanese. I 
mention these facts to call attention to 
the conditions 
which 
the California 


delegation is bound to face. 


ROOSEVELT SOUND. 


"President Roosevelt 
is sounS on 


the immigration question. In one of 
his messages to Congress he uses these 
words!" 'It is vital, that 
w-e should 


keep high the standard of well-being 
among our wageworkers, 
and there- 


fore wo should not admit masses of 
men whose standards 
of living and 


whose personal customs and habits are 
such that they tend to lower the level 
of the American wage-workers; and 
above all, we should not admit any 
man of an unworthy type.' His words 
certainly strongly apply to the pre- 
vailing type of Asiatics against whom 
Californians are contending."

650,377 


aliens landed upon our soil, an in- 
crease of 100,000 compared with a cor- 
responding period in 1S94. For 
the 


fiscal year ending in June, 1904. the 
total arrivals were 512,870, an increase 
of over 500,000, compared with 1894, a 
flecade ago. 


LAWS INADEQUATE. 


"Of the immigrants arriving during 


the 
fiscal 
year 1904, 168,093 could 


neither read 
nor write, and 
501,530 


brought with them less than $50 pro 
rata. These figures certainly demon- 
strate that our present laws are not 
adequate to check the increasing tide 
of immigration or improve the quality 
of aliens who are daily being admitted. 
During nearly every session of Con- 
gress more strmgent laws are pro- 
posed, but powerful opposition from 
many of the great Atlantic steamship 
companies has too frequently resulted 
in the defeat of needed 
legislation, 


these companies fearing that a possible 
source of revenue would be interfered 
with. 


"It has taken years of patient and 


persistent effort 
to place upon 
the 


statute books restrictive measures now 
in force, and unless public sentiment, 
the most potent of factors in shap- 
ing legislation, 
becomes thoroughly 


aroused, little 
improvement 
can be 


hoped for in the future.

Weinstock camG to this country from 


Russia four years ago. Pie left his -wife 
and their three children with his father. 
Engaging" in business on the East Side, 
he gradually accumulated money enough 
to bring; them over and also took oiit 
citizenship papers recently. Mrs. Wein- 
stock arrived at Ellis island July 2. Her 
youngest chihl had contracted measles 
during the voyage and was immediately 
sent to a hospital ashore. 
The other 
children also were allowed to land, ; but 
the mother was held on a report by the 
examiners that she had heart disease. 
The husband went to Ellis island daily 
ancl tried to comfort Mrs. Weinstock, 
Meanwhile lawyers were busy and made 
strong efforts to secure pel-mission for 
her to land. 
The matter was finally 
placed before the bureau in Washington, 
but 110 action had been taken when the 
woman suddenly gave way under the 
strain and died before her husband could 
reach the detention pon.
